night Tom Newby, who lives about a 
mile west of the village of Plover, lost 
seven head of young stock by light- 
ning. They were under a tree and 
lightning- struck the tree, killing all 
of them. 


Competitive Examination. 
The official notice of the competi- 


tive examination for appointment as 
cadet at the West Point 
Military 


academy has been received. 
It was 


issued by Congressman Minor and 
the examination will be held at Apple- 
ton July 18, but those wishing1 to com- 
pete must file their applications with 
Mr. Minor, whose address is Sturgeon 
Bay, prior to July 17. AH young men 
not less than 17 nor more than 22 
years of age. residing in the counties 
of Brown, Door, Kewaunee, Outaga- 
mi, Portage, Waupaca and Wood are 
eligible.

measures of a strict quarantine when 
outsiders are 
allowed to come into 


town without hindrance. The matter

cussed, but no action was taken on 
the matter.

that if the city had a pest house that 
neople who are recovering from small 
pox would stear clear of the city until 
they had reached a stage of convales- 
cence where the disease would not be 
visible, and this might solve the prob- 
lem.

The lirst day, boylikc, I went lishing in 
the Chicago river with John C. Huyues, who was afterward Mayor of Chicago, 
and Alexander Benubieii. 
We were greatly interested in stories of the Indian 


massacre, and, meeting La Krambois, the son of an Indian chief, we went to 
sec where the women and children were pulled out of their wagons and killed. 
The Indian showed us the spot. 
It is the same that has since been marked by 


Mr. Pullman's monument. There was only one grocery store south of Water 
street when 1 came, and that was owned by Thomas Church. Over it the new 
land office had taken rooms. I went to work for the Innd agent and helped regis- 
ter the lands that were open for settlement. 
A great deal of the property 


around here was first taken in that way and cost $1.25 nn acre." "1 helped pay off 
the Indians at the time they left here. Each Indinn was given $10. It was paid 
in silver half-dollars and was tied up in a knot in a corner of his blanket, but 
was quickly spent for liquor." 


Mr. Joiies is still in rugged good health anil takes great interest in all that 


pertains to Chicago. In his home he has gathered many fine works of art from 
his trips abroad, both in statuary and paintings. He married in 1858 Miss Gra- 
ham, 
who is a descendant of the Earl of Montrose, and among the family heir- 


looms is a portrait of the Scottish earl that has bf-en handed down from gen- 
eration to generation in the Graham family.—Chicago American.

Do Apples Pny? 


A correspondent iu the fruit district 


of New York, who for twenty year?
